lem  may  be  nearer  solution  than  ever 
before.  Sir  Richard  arrived  in  New 
York  today  on  the  steamer  Olympic, 
after  a  six  weeks'  trip  to  the  Old  Land. 
He  was  met  by  a  Colonist  correspondent 
to  whom  he -stated  that  he  had  inter- 
views with  Premier  Borden,  on  his  way 
to  England,  and  Sir  Edward  Grey,  Sec- 
retary of  Foreign  Affairs,  on  reaching 
London,  on  the  Asiatic  question.  He 
laid  before  them  the  views  of  British 
Columbia  on  the  subject  and  went  into 
the  problem  fully.  While  Sir  Richard 
could  make  no  statement  as  to  the  out- 
come of  the  lnter\  iews,  he  expressed 
the  opinion  that  both  the  Federal  and 
Imperial  authorities  were  now  better 
seized  of  the  facts  and  the  importance 
of  the  problem  than  ever  before.  Nego- 
tiations looking  to  a  solution  are,  It  is 
understood,   in  progress. 

Sir  Richard  Is  bronzed  and  tanned 
after  his  voyage,  and  is  in  splendid 
health.  He  will  go  from  New  York  the 
end  of  this  week  to  Ottawa  to  attend 
the  inter-provincial  conference  which 
opens  October  2T.  leaving  at  the  close 
for    British    Columbia. 

Asiatic    Immigration 

On  the  question  of  Asiatic  immigra- 
tion he  made  the  following  statement 
to  your  correspondent:  "On  my  way  to 
London  I  conferred  at  some  length  with 
Premier  Borden,  in  Ottawa,  with  regard 
to  Asiatic  immigration  into  British 
Columbia,  and  whilst  in  the  Old  Coun- 
try had  an  opportunity  of  laying  before 
Sir  Edward  Grey,  and  the  Foreign  Of- 
fice, the  stapd  taken  by  our  Province. 
I  feel  batisfied  the  situation  is  now 
much  better  understood  than  it  has 
ever  been.  Unfortunately,  as  you  can 
understand,  I  am  unable  to*  give  to  the 
press  any  of  the  official  correspondence 
on  the  subject.  We  are  as  firm  as  ever 
in  our  stand  in  regard  to  immigration 
from  the  Orient.  British  Columbia,  how- 
ever, does  not  propose  any  legislation 
of  an  offensive  kind  to  the  Japanese, 
Chinese  or  other  Orientals.  All  of  the 
statements  we  have  made  make  this 
quite  clear.  They  have  dealt  with  the 
question  purely  from  a  local  or  domes- 
tic standpoint  which,  we  contend,  is 
well  within  our  constitutional  rights." 

Sir  Richard  would  make  no  further 
statement  as  to  what  he  expects  will 
be  the  solution  of  the  problem  or  as  to 
whether  he  expects  legislation  either 
Provincial,  Federal  or  Imperial  to  be 
brought    down    shortly. 

Financial  Situation 
Sir  Richard  said  that  the  money  mar- 
ket in  the  Old  Country  was  improving. 
"One  thing  we  musi.  all  make  up  our 
minds  to,"  he  remarked,  "is  that  we 
will  have  to  pay  more  for  money  in 
future  in  London.  The  day  of  cheap 
money  seems  gone.  There  has  been  a 
disposition  on  the  part  of  the  London 
financiers  and  the  British  public  to 
hesitate  somewhat  when  it  comes  to 
investments  In  municipal  securities. 
However,  I  expect  to  see  that  condition 
relax    somewhat    in    the    near   future. 

"As  far  as  the  status  of  British  Co- 
lumbia la  concerned,  our  Provincial  credit 
stands  very  high.  There  is  the  great- 
'est  interest  in  the  Old  Land  in  our 
Province  and  the  development  is  being 
keenly  watched  I  was  pleased  to  hear 
from  leading  financiers  and  bnnkers  the 
most  complimentary  statements  as  to 
the  conduct  of  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment's   affairs. 

"Great  interest  is  being  taken  in 
Great  Britain  in  the  railway  construc- 
tion in  British  Columbia  and  In  the  har- 
bor development  plans  at  Vancouver, 
Victoria,  and  other  ports.  I  never  be- 
fore heard  so  many  inquiries  concern- 
ing the  outlook  In  the  West.  II  is  felt 
that  the  completion  of  the  Panama 
Canal  will  give  a  great  Impetus  to  imsl  ■ 
ness  In  British  Columbia,  and  for  that 
reason  the  situation  is  being  closely 
watched."

Sir  Thomas  SHaughnessy  Says 
1,200  Miles  of  Track  Will 
Be  Laid  Before  the  End  of 
the  Year, 


Gives  Interview  on  His  Arrival  at  New   York 


GRAIN  SHIPMENTS 

HAVE  BEEN  HEAVY 


WINNIPEG,  Man.,  Oct.  22.— Sir 
Thomas  Shaughnessy,  who  reached  the 
city  this  morning  from  the  South,  spent 
the  day  with  Vice-President  Bury  and 
other  officials  of  the  C.  P.  R.  He  re- 
turns East  tomorrow  evening. 

Questioned  on  the  wheat  situation. 
Sir  Thomas  said: 

"On  our  whole  system  we  have  car- 
ried 20,000  more  cars  this  year  than  up 
to  the,  corresponding  time  last  year. 
We  have  added  200  locomotives  and 
6,000  freight  cars  to  the  rolling  stock. 
Thus  we  now  have  85,000  cars  and 
2,800  locomotives. 

"There  is  a  tremendous  amount  of 
construction  going  on  this  year.  At 
Midsummer  there  were  1,905  miles  of 
road  under  construction,  apart  from  the 
double-tracking.  We  hope  to  get  the 
track  laid  on  1,200  miles  of  that  before 
the  end  of  the  year,  which  will  leave 
700  miles — quite  a  big  railroad  in  itself 
— to  finish  up.  Between  1,500  and 
1,600  of  the  1,905  miles  are  in  the 
West." 

Double-Tracking 

As  to  double-tracking,  Sir  Thomas 
stated  that  this  will  be  completed  be- 
tween Calgary  and  Fort  William  by 
next  Fall.  Sir  Thomas  could  not  state 
when  the  whole  system  would  be  com- 
pleted  on   double   track. 

Ask"d       if       the       Canadian 
planned     any     Increase    to    the 
fleet,    he   said: 

"No.  We  have  two  vessels  under 
construction,  and  we  have  always  got 
plans  under  way  for  vessels,  hut  we  do 
not  contemplate  orders  for  additional 
ships  next  Summer.  The  Allan  liners 
Alsatian  and  Calgarlan  will  be  put  into 
commission  this  Fall.  They  are  hifrh- 
class  ships,  and  will  take  care  of  a 
good   part    of   the   Atlantic   service." 

Sir  Thomas  denied  a  rumor  that  the 
C.  P.  R.  contemplated  entering  the  Aus- 
tralian trade.  He  had  nothing  to  add 
to  current  dispatches  In  regard  to  the 
company's  relations  with  the  Austrian 
Government.  He  also  denied  a  report 
in  The  London  Financial  News  that  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Interests  were  to  ba 
Bplit   into   three   parts.

These  dredges  and  auxiliary  craft  are  destined  to  form  part  of  a  dredg- 
ing fleet  in  the  Culebra  cut  section.  The  work  of  trenching  and  blasting 
has  been  abandoned  as  useless  now,  and  the  engineers  have  resorted  to  a 
suction   dredge.

QUEBEC,  Oct.  2  2.— Premier  Borden 
and  his  cabinet  colleagues  had  a  busy 
day  In  Quebec  from  the  time  of  their 
arrival,  visiting  the  various  public 
works  under  construction  for  the  devel- 
opment of  the  port  and  the  Transconti- 
nental   terminal. 

In  the  afternoon,  in  the  presence  of 
an  Immense  crowd,  the  Prima  Minister 
laid  the  cornerstone  of  the  new  wing 
of  the  post  office.  He  nubaequently  held 
a  reception  at  the  Chateau   Frontenac.

When  the  Premier  rose  to  reply  to 
the  Mayor's  toast,  he  was  given  an 
ovation.

ASKS  CANADIANS 
TO  STAND  TOGETHER 

M1LDMAV,  Ont.,  Oct.  22. -Ar- 
guments In  favor  of  the  Govern- 
ment's naval  policy  were  vigor- 
ously pressed  by  Hon.  Martin 
Burrell,  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
at  a  large  meeting  held  here  to- 
night at  which  many  electors  of 
German    extraction    were    present. 

Hon.  Martin  Burrell  spoke  in 
condemnation  of  the  reported 
efforts  to  create  racial  feelings  in 
the  elections.  He  had  no  patience 
with  persons  who  made  such  op- 
peals,  and  felt  that  the  time  had 
come  for  all  Canadians  to  stand 
together  for  Canada.  He  asked 
the  electors,  by  their  votes  for 
Mr.  W.  D.  CarglU,  to  endorse  the 
Government  of  Mr.  R.  L.  Borden 
as  the  people  of  ''hatcauguay  and 
East  Middlesex  had  done.  Mr. 
Burrell  denounced  Sir  Wilfrid 
Laurier's  reference  to  the  pro- 
posed vote  Of  1.15.000,000  for 
dreadnoughts  as  a  "tribute."  It 
was  a  disgraceful  and  unfortunate 
thing,  he  declared,  that  any  men 
■should  mislead  the  people  by  so 
speaking  of  the  Bill.  In  opposing 
that  Bill  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  had 
made  hts  greatest  mistake.  His 
party  had  made  the  mistake  of 
forcing  him  into  a  false  position 
from  which  it  could  not  withdraw.

LONDON,  Oct.  22. — The  Dally  Chron- 
icle's   Berlin   correspondent   wires: 

"As  the  result  of  Interviews  I  have 
had  with  distinguished  German  naval 
and  civil  officials,  I  am  able  to  say 
positively  that  Germany  will  not  depart 
from  the  existing  programme  of  naval 
construction     and     development.  Mr. 

Winston  Churchill's  proposal  of  a  naval 
holiday,  it  seems,  never  was  regarded 
very  seriously   here. 

"Grand  Admiral  Von  TIrpltz,  Naval* 
Secretary  of  State,  epoke  to  me  very 
freely  on  the  naval  situation  when  dis- 
cussing It  today.  He  does  not  desire  to 
give  any  false  Impression  to  the  British 
Government,  but  he  does  wish  that  the 
British  people  and  Government  should 
know  the  facts.  There  Is  nothing,  he 
says,  to  conceal.  He  does  not  question 
the  wisdom  or  necessity  of  anything  we 
do. 

"As  for  Germany,  the  navy  law  will 
be  carried  on  to  Its  conclusion  without 
hesitation.  The  admiral  assured  me 
that  there  has  never  been  any  accelera- 
tion in  the  execution  of  the  German  pro- 
gramme. If  any  ship  was  laid  down  in 
advance,  this  was  merely  to  retain  the 
regularity  of  work  at  the  shipbuilding 
yards. 

Germany's  travel  Programme 
"Admiral  Von  Tlrpits  laid  stress  upon 
the  fact  that  the  German  naval  pro- 
gramme has  a  purely  defensive  func- 
tion, and  Is  not  used  for  aggreeslve 
purposes.  Like  the  army.  It  Is  to  main- 
tain the  Security  of  the  Empire  and' Its 
trade,  besides  enabling  Germany  to 
raise  its  voice  in  the  affairs  of  the 
world.  He  was  unable  to  see  why  this 
should  be  denied  her. 

"He   regards  a  war   of  aggreaalon   aa 
unthinkable  to  Germany,  and  he  is  lost 
In  wonder  at  Germany's  navy  being  re- 
garded si  a  Sanger  or  menace.    Greet

Large  Attendance  at  the  Im- 
posing Ceremony  of  Swear- 
ing in  the  New  Lord  Chief 
Justice, 


HIGH  TRIBUTE  PAID 

BY  LORD  HALDANE 


LONDON,  Oct.  22. — There  was  an  Im- 
posing scene  in  the  Lord  Justice's  court 
yesterday,  when  Sir  Rufus  Isaacs  waa 
sworn  in  as  successor  to  Lord  Alverstone 
Friends  and  admirers  of  Sir  Rufus  at- 
tended in  great  -numbers  and  the  court 
was  crowded  to  its  capacity  by  lead- 
ing members  of  the  bench  and  bat.  Wo- 
men filled  the  jury  box,  hundreds  of 
persons  were  turned  away  from  the 
public  gallery,  while  the  corridors  out- 
side were   Impassable. 

Among  those  present  were:  Lady 
Isaacs,  Mr.  Godfrey  Isaacs,  Mr.  Harry 
Isaacs  and  Mr.  Henry  Sutor  who  is  the 
new  Lord  Chief  Justice's  brother-in- 
law. 

Sir  Rufus  was  an  imposing  figure  in 
the  Justice's  full  bottomed  wig,  with 
eicarlet  and  ermine'  robes.  The  sole  orna- 
ment visible  was  the  "8.  S.  Collar,"  a  pe- 
culiar Jewel  which  Justices  share  With 
the  lord  mayor' and  one  or  two  other 
high  personages,  and  the  exact  origin  of 
which  is  unknown. 

The  first  ceremony  was  the  taking  of 
the  two  oaths  of  office.  Sir  Rufus  held 
a  testament  and  in  a  clear  voice  swore 
allegiance  to  the  King,  whom  he  de- 
clared he  would  "well  and  truly  serve 
in  the  office  of  the  Chief  Justice."  He 
also  swore  that  he  would  administer 
the  law  "without  fear  or  favor,  af- 
fection   or    ill-will." 

Itord   Haldane's  Tribute 

Lord  Chancellor  Haldane  then  paid 
a  striking  tribute  to  Sir  Rufus  which 
was  interrupted  by  a  regretable  inci- 
dent. 

Lord  Haldane  began:  "I  know  I  am 
expressing  the  feelings  of  all  here — " 
when  a  man's  voice  interjected:  "No, 
no.  Speak  for  yourself."  Then  there 
was  the  sound  of  a  suppressed  struggle, 
and  the  Interrupter,  who  was  wearing 
a  barrister's  robe  and   wig,   was  ejected. 

Lord  Haldane  continuing,  said:  "It 
Is  not  often  that  ono  has  such  a  com- 
bination of  mastery  of  law  and  keen- 
ness In  dealing  with  facts  as  are  found 
in  Sir  Rufus  Isaacs.  We  of  the  bench 
and  bar  have  known  him  as  a  man 
whose  highest  desires  to  do  right  be- 
tween man  and  man.  known  him  as  a 
man  of  the  highest  honor,  the  highest 
desire  to  seek  out   the   truth." 

Lord  Haldane  then  paid  a  tribute  to 
Lord  Alverrtone,  expressing  the  hope 
that  he  might  after  an  interval  again 
be  seen  In  the  supreme  tribunal  of  the 
Empire. 


Lloyd  George  haB  created  the  greatest 
surprise  in  giving  further  details  of  the 
Government  land  scheme.

The  Liberals  do  not  believe  that  Home 
Rule  will  be  sacrificed  on  the  land  re- 
form altar,  but  the  Unionist  electo-al 
organizers  are  considering  prompt  elec- 
tion   preparations. 

Many  Reforms  Proposed 
The  most  sweeping  proposals,  consist- 
ing of  the  creation  of  a  land  ministry 
to  take  over  the  duties  of  the  existing 
agricultural  boards,  the  treasury's  land 
valuation  work,  the  local  Government 
board's  housing  work,  and  generally 
handling  all  the  land  questions,  are  fore- 
casted, as  w^ell  as  a  guaranteed  minimum 
wage  and  afforestation.  The  whole 
scheme  alms  at  securing  the  fullest  of 
state  control  of  the  existing  monopoly. 
In  re-affirming  his  proposals  tonight, 
Mr.  Lloyd  George  described  the  scheme 
of  organization  as  not  for  skatch-'- 
wan  or  Alberta,  but  for  Gr.  ...  Britain. 
The  single  taxers  have  issue,]  a  mani- 
festo, demanding  *ueh  taxes  upon  land 
values  as  will  compel  the  land  being 
put  to  Its  fullest  use,  thus  creating  a 
demand  for  labor  which  will  insure  a 
Just  wage  for  both  urban  and  rurjil 
workers.  They  point  out  that  If  Mr. 
Churchill's  proposal  of  a  "naval  holiday" 
for  a  year  were  carried  out,  the  amount 
saved  would  furnish  seventy  thousand 
cottages,  the  cost  of  four  dreadnoughts 
saved,  thus  representing  the  prices  of 
the  solution  of  the  major  portion  of  the 
agricultural    problem.

The  morning  Hesalon  of  the  School 
Trustee*'  AKKoclation  convention  was 
opened  yesterday  at  9  o'clock  with  the 
Becret&ry'B  report.  A  most  interesting 
acIUreKH  ivbh  then  given  by  Mr.  J.  W. 
Dickinson,  of  Duncan,  on  "The  Rural 
School,  Its  Problems  and  Some  Sugges- 
tions." The  speaker  pointed  out  that 
the  first  and  greatest  problem  was  that 
of  putting  the  rural  school  in  its  proper 
place  in  the  social  order.  The  rural 
school  had  been  relegated  to  an  inferior 
position  and  had  been  kept  there,  and  in 
the  matter  of  its  buildings  and  general 
equipment  It  bore  on  its  face  Its  general 
Character.  It  had  to  fight  for  Its  very 
existence,  and  this  was  not  right.  With 
better  conditions  they  could  devote  edu- 
cation to  the  training  along  higher 
line*.  -.    *      :'.'.:^S"'~"    ■ 

The  majority  ^df'^ifte  rural  school 
teachers  belonged  either  to  the  class  of 
the  inexperienced  or  to  the  inapt.  The 
teacher  should  he  impressed  with  the 
foundation  she  was  laying  in  the  child's 
life.

quires  light  before  •  It  can  grow.  It 
gives  energy  and  Invigorates  the  body 
and  mind.  Miss  RavenhlU  pointed  out 
In  a  very  lucid  manner  the  advantage  of 
having  large  pane  windows,  and  also 
the  necessity  of  keeping  the  same 
clean.  In  Kngland  all  the  modern 
schools  are  built  with  no  windows  on 
the  south  side;  thus  the  open-air  school. 
and  the  effect  of  the  same  on  the  ac- 
curacy and  amount  of  the  work  has  In- 
variably spoken  for  Itself.  Light  in- 
variably, stimulates  the  body  and 
strengthens  It  against  disease.  One- 
third  of  the  light  enters  through  the 
upper  fourth  of  the  window,  and  there- 
fore the  necessity  for  the  abolition  of 
blinds", 

Speaking  of  cleanliness,  Miss  Raven- 
hill  dwelt  on  the  necessity  of  having 
hot  water  in  the  schools.  The  children 
are  taught  that  they  must  wash  their 
hands,  but  what  Is  the  use  of  ti-achlng 
them  that  If  there  are  not  the  utensils 
to  do  so?  Now  that  so  many  schools  are 
heated  by  means  of  hot  water,  It  would 
he  an  easy  matti-r  for  the  children  to 
obtain  hot  water  to  wash  with,  fur  th*" 
moisture  that  is  on  the.  hands  Is  oily, 
and  oil  cannot  be  removed  without  hot 
water.  The  great  enemy  of  cleanliness 
is  dust.  Of  course  each  child  creates 
more  dust,  but  now  floor  oils  can  be 
procured  or  moistened  sawdust  will 
keep  the  dust  down.  The  children 
should  be  trained  not  to^ipjwtr  the 
school  with  dusty  boots  and  shoes.  The 
speaker  spoke  in  strong  terms  of  the 
practice  of  allowing  a  number  of  chil 
dren  all  to  dry  on  the  same  twefc '■§ 
strongly  urged  that  paper  towels  »h' 
be  used'  ever^Bire.  ,v "..'

Then  there  was  the  problem  of  unsuit- 
able curricula.  The  staple  occupations

A  vote  of  thanks  was  passed  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  address,  and  the 
same  was  discussed  at  some  length. 
Mr.  McArthur  pointed  out  that  the  reso- 
lution committee  were  bringing  in  a 
resolution  on  the  subject  of  agricul- 
tural training,  when  a  general  discus- 
sion would  be  Invited. 

Mr.  Pollard,  musical  instructor  for 
Victoria,  then  read  an  interesting  paper 
on  "Primary  Singing  in  the  Public 
Schools,"  in  which  he  pointed  out  the 
slow  evolution  of  the  Ideas  of  training 
the  pupils  in  the  day  schools  in  the  sub- 
ject of  music.  The  speaker  went  on  to 
say  that  any  child  who  formed  the  habit 
of  singing  in  his  school  days  would 
sing  all  his  life,  and  that  he  thought 
pupils  who  exhibited  any  aptitude  for 
the  subject  should  be  given  sufficient 
music  in  their  schooling  to  enable  them 
to  read  hymn  tunes  by  sight.  The  reso- 
lution of  thanks  to  Mr.  Pollard  was 
moved  by  Mr.  Grant  Lang,  and  was 
passed  amidst  great  applause.

Most  of  the  modern  schools  are  now 
being  built  with  windows  at  each  side 
of  the  room.  Bnd  windows  should  al- 
ways be  opened  from  the  top  on  one 
Side  of  the  room  and  at  the  bottom  on 
the  DPOSlte,  thus  to  enable  the  impure 
air  to  escape,  Pnlrss  there  are  two 
openings  there  can  bP  no  real  ventila- 
tion, as  the(  fresh  air  that  Is  entering 
would  be  strangled  by  the  foul  air.

or  pencil,  and  another  child  picking  it 
up  and  doing  the  same  thing.  This  dif- 
ficulty could  be  overcome  by  the  pens 
and  pencils  being  collected  every  night 
and  fastened  up  In  a  box  with  a  little 
formaldehyde.  The  question,  of  training 
of  janitors  for  schools  was  also  ap- 
proached by  the  speaker,  who  showed 
that  It  was  essentisl  to  the  welfare  of 
the  children  that  these  men  should  have 
a  course  of  lessons. 

Equipment 

Passing  on  to  equipments.  Mlus 
Ravenhill  spoke  of  the  necessity  of  hav- 
ing comfortable  seats  and  desks,  and 
that  it  was  better  to  have  seats  without 
backs  than  ones  that  throw  the  children 
into  wrong  position.  She  also  impressed 
upon  her  hearers  the  necessity  of  not 
prolonging  the  lessons  unduly.  A  child 
should  not  be  kept  sitting  too  long, 
never  more  than  twenty-five  minutes  at 
a  time,  and  then  care  should  be  taken 
as  to  whether  the  seat  Is  comfortable 
for  the  child.  In  Philadelphia  piles  of 
little  wooden  footstools  are  provided, 
and  1U  Is  the  duty  of  the  teacher  to  see 
that  each  child's  feet  touch   the  ground. 

Blackboards  were  also  things  that 
should  receive  more  care,  as  the  strain 
upon  the  eyes  of  a  child,  which  do  not 
fully  develop  until  the  age  of  12  or  14, 
when  the  blackboard  Is  often  slatey 
grey,  is  manufacturing  short-sighted 
children.  Then  again  care  should  be 
taken  of  the  size  of  the  printing  and 
the  kind  of  paper  on  which -the  school 
books  were  printed.  Glazed  paper 
should  never  be  used.  Speaking  on  the 
question  of  "School  Programme,"  Miss 
Knvenhill  emphasized  the  fact  that  the 
younger  the  child  the  greater  the  vari- 
ety. Also  that  at  various  seasons  and 
at  various  times  of  the  day  the  ability 
for  mental  concentration  was  much 
stronger  than  others.  The  time  be- 
tween i  and  3  in  the  afternoon  was  al- 
ways a  period  when  the  children  were 
apt  to  be  slack,  and  therefore  the  neces- 
sity for  -commencing  the  afternoon's 
work  by  a  reading  lesson,  or  something 
that  would  not  call  on  the  brain  too 
much  for  the  first  half  hour.  Miss 
Ilavenhill  was  very  much  against  the 
resorting  to  competition  for  everything, 
and  said  that  the  children  should  be 
tnr.glit  to  learn  for  learnings  sake  nod 
riot    for   the   sake   of   the   prize. 

Speaking  of  the  physical  condition  of 
the  children,  Miss  Ravenhill  said  that 
this  was  hardly  within  the  area  of  the 
teachers  and  trustees,  but  that  it  was 
where  the  banitary  Institute  stepped  In. 
The  teachers,  however,  could  bring  It 
home  and  get  In  diret  t  touch  with  the 
parents.  Many  a  child  was  branded  as 
a  dullard  and  allowrd-tn  go  through  life 
as  such  simply  because  it  had  suffered 
from  adenoids  In  Its  youth,  which  pre- 
vented the  flow  of  blood  to  and  from 
the  brain.  There  were  also  slight  cur- 
vatures of  the  spine,  which  rendered 
the  child  more  apt  to  catch  diseases, 
St.  Vitus'  dance,  or  brain  rheumatism, 
and  tuberculosis.  The  speaker  dealt 
with  all  these  six  subjects  In  a  very 
extensive  way.  At  the  conclusion,  a 
hearty  Vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  hy 
Mr.  Patterson,  and  seconded  by  Mr. 
Morri?.    of    Vancouver.

Home  said  that  In  this  endeavor,  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  was  co-oper- 
ating with  the  School  Trustees'  Associ- 
ation, whose  kind  assistance  had  meant 
so  much  to  them.  Prom  statistics*  and 
other  data,  the  speaker  proved  that 
more  lives  were  lost,  from  the  age  of 
birth,  to  the  age  of  five,  and  with  the 
help  of  a  chart,  explained  to  his  audience 
hew  the  death  rate  was  decreasing  in 
England,   and  why.

Vet  another  large  contract  has  gone 
the  way  of  the  Sir  .John  Jackson  firm, 
which  is  at  present  engaged  in  Victoria 
in  the  construction  of  the  great  break- 
water at  Ogden  Point,  word  being  re- 
ceived by  the  local  officials  of  the  com- 
pany yesterday,  to  the  effect  that 
the  port  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  the  capital 
of  Brazil,  and  one  of  the  coming  ship- 
ping centres  of  the  future,  had  awarded 
a  contract  for  the  building  of  new 
docks  and  the  Installation  of  exten- 
sive harbor  improvements,  the  whole  ag- 
gregating an  estimated  cost  of  about 
a  million  and  a  quarter  sterling. 

This  lavish  expenditure  of  money  on 
the  part  of  the  Brazilian  capital  Is 
Justified  by  the  wonderful  development 
of  shipping  at  that  port,  and  also  by 
the  combination  of  circumstances  now 
operating  which  must  tend  to  Increase 
its  importance  In  the  far  as  well  as 
in  the  immediate  future.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  city  authorities  of  Rio 
have  under  consideration  a  general 
scheme  for  harbor  development,  which, 
when  completed,  will  represent  an  ex- 
penditure of  nearly  twenty  million  dol- 
lars, but  in  the  meantime,  they  are 
proceeding,  with  the  first  stages  of  this 
work  in  having  their  harbor  brought 
Into  such  a  condition  of  perfection  as 
Will  enable  it  to  handle  with  ease  all 
the  shipping  likely  to  go  there  in  the 
next    few    years. 

While  the  local  officials  of  the  Jack- 
son firm  could  not  state  definitely  as 
to  when  the  Brazilian  contract  would 
be  undertaken,  or  suggest  the  necessary 
length  of  time  to  fulfill  it,  they  ex- 
pressed the  opinion  that  it  would  be 
commenced  forthwith,,  and  would  be 
carried  on  along  with  the  other  great 
contracts  which  the  company  presently 
has  In  hand.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
in  this  connection  that  not  only  was 
the  Jackson  tender  for  the  work  the 
most  acceptable,  but  the  firm's  design 
for  the  same  was  agreed'  upon  as  the 
most    desirable.

demand  of-  the  workers,  declared  the 
witness  to  the  commission,  that  an 
eight-hour  day  should  be  established. 
He  admitted  .in  this  respect  that  more 
had  .been  accomplished  in  British.  Co-; 
lumbla  than  in  any  other  Province  or 
the  Dominion.  .  In  some  trades,  he 
pointed  out,  the  working  day  w<as  even 
less  than  eight  hours,  but  it  was  the 
expressed  wish  of  the  workers  that  in 
no  case  should  the  working  hours  ex- 
tend beyond  eight.  Simultaneous  with 
that  claim  was  the  demand  for  a  higher 
rate  of  remuneration,  and  iri  that  con- 
nection he  suggested  that  the  rate  of 
wages  should  depend  upon  that  which 
was  struck  'by  the  various  Industrie*. 
Entering  upon  a  discussion  of  condi- 
tions of  work,  he  contended  that  the 
law  In  regard  to  the  erection  of  scaf- 
foldings ought  to  be  better  enforced 
than  at  present,  inasmuch  as  they  often 
represented  serious  dangers  to  the  life 
of  the  workers.  He  complained  that 
there  was  no  building  inspector  in  the 
city  to  look  after  this  matter.  Sanitary 
arrangements  were  not  satisfactory  in 
many  buildings,  either,  and  he  sub- 
mitted that  this  was  a  matter  that 
ought  to  be  legislated  upon  more  r 
Speaking  of  the  extra  dangers,  to  the 
health  of  workers,  he  charged  that  the 
cement  packages  handled  In  the  city 
were  not  dust-proof,  as  they  ought  to 
be.  However,  he  was  unable  to  Inform 
the  commission  what  dust-proof  methods 
there  were  In  use,  although  he  was 
Igipthat  they  existed.  And  along  the 
MUM  line  Ue.  argued  In  favor  o'.  meas- 
ures to  insure  the  sanitary  con-Vtion  of 
cafe,  and'  restaurant  kitchens  where 
puhllc  food   was  dispensed. 

Mr.  Sivertz  Impressed  upon  the  com- 
mission the  desirability,  from  the  work- 
ers' viewpoint,  of  the  entire  abolition 
of  assisting  and  encouraging  immigra- 
tion In  any  way  whatever.  He  regarded 
the  Labor  Commission  as  the  proper 
body  through  which  to  make  such  a  de- 
mand. "There  is  no  justification,  for 
supporting,  '  > ■  r  ■  even  encouraging  im- 
migration," he  said.  Whatever  condi- 
tions may  have  existed  in  the  past  and 
were  considered  as  justifying  this 
course,  he  contended  that  they  existed 
no   longer. 

The  Farming  Indu»try 
This  piece  of  evidence  Induced  Com- 
missioner McKelvie  to  ask  the  witness 
what  was  going  to  become  of  the  farm- 
ing industry  if  laborers  were  not  in- 
vited to  come  to  the  Pr,ovlncu.  Mr. 
SUertz,  however,  took  the  view  th.il 
there  was  more  than  the  labor  question 
mixed  up  in  the  agricultural  Issue,  and 
he  went  so  far  as  to  say  that  e<'en  'f

ti'ins  in  these  matters,  and  yet  the  ■!'!'- 
acuities  existed..  Of  coins.',  be  w.is.j;j, 
favor  of  the  eight-hour  day  ;m<I  :  >•• 
minimum  wage,  applying  to  farm  liiiir- 
er.i.    as    Well    as   others. 

Speaking  of  the  workmen's  Compen- 
sation Act,  he  said  it  was  desirable  "i  • 
it  should  be  amended  In  rcrtnin  |mr- 
tlcUlare.        In     the     ftr&l        place,     he     sail 

there  should  be  no  reference  to  the 
height  or  the  building,  and  the  injury 
should  constitute  the  only  basis  fox 
damages.  Then  again,  the  arbitrator 
should  be  paid  bj  Ho  Government,  and 
not  by  the  applicant  under  the  act.  He 
was  In  favor  of  the  adoption  of  some 
tiling  in  the  nature  of  the  Act  adopted 
tome  two  years  ago  by  the  State  or 
Washington. 

Concerning  political  matters  he 
claimed  that  the  act  of  paying  taxes 
Should  entitle  people  to  be  enrolled  on 
the.  voters'  list  without  the  formality 
of  registering.  He  advocated  the 
abolition  or  the  property  clause  alto- 
gether as  heing  discriminatory.  The 
election  qualification  of  being  in  posses- 
sion of  $500  also  met  with  his  disap- 
proval, as  also  did  the  election  deposit, 
the  abolition  of  both  of  which   he  called 

for. 

Finally  be  spoke  in  favor  of  equal 
go ult  suffrage,  and  in  response  to  a 
commissioner  said  It  was  Intended  to 
include    women. 

In  the  course  of  R  session  heir]  in  the 
afternoon,  Mrs.  Mitchell,  on  behalf  of 
the  Local  Council  of  Women,  gave  evi- 
dence.

fresh  fruit  in  its  season.  It  would  also 
be  Illuminating  if  some  one  would  tell 
us  why  certain  staple  lines  of  grocer- 
ies cost  .very  'considerably  more  here 
than  in- Vancouver.

SPEED      UNPASHIOHABLE 


A  year  ago  speed  in  motoring  began 
to    be    unfashionable    in    Great    Britain; 
it.  is    now   becoming   unfashionable  -in 
the   United  States.     We  think-  we     see 
signs  in  the  same  direction  in  Canada. 
What  most  people  now  want  in  a  .motor- 
car is  durability,-  reliability  and     good 
Climbing' quail  ties.     Appearance  is  also 
beginning    to    count    for    more    than    it 
used  to.      Everyone    now    knows  that    a 
motor   car    can    be    built    to    go    at    anv 
desjred-  speed ;  .  but,  most     people      find 
twenty-five  or  thirty  miles  an  hour  quite 
fast    enough    under    any    circumstances, 
and    twenty    miles    an.  hour   just   about 
right.     Twenty  miles  an  Hour  is  a  mile 
In   three  minutes,  and   that   is  what  we" 
used  to   think  a  fast  enough  gait  for  a 
roadster  to  strike  In  spots.

The  London  Times  re- 
cently printed  an  Interview  with  Mr.  w. 
H.  Avery,  the  manager  of  the  Toyo 
Kls.-n  Kaisha  on  his.  return,  from  .  a 
visit  to  the  Panama  district,  in  which 
he  is  quoted  as  saying  that  for  the  first 
five  years  of  Its  operation  the  Canal 
route  would  be  detrimental  to  the  rall- 
ways.  He  considered  that  a  "vast  amount 
of  the  traffic  which  at  present  passes 
from  the  Eastern  to  the  Western  Coast 
-by  railway  would  be  diverted  to  the  sea 
route,  but  that  after  five  years  the 
railway*  would  begin  to  reap  the  bene- 
fit. In  his  opinion,  however,  the  itin- 
erary of  not  a  single  passenger  lino 
from  Europe  to  the  Far  East  will  bp 
transferred  from  the  Suez  to  the  Pan- 
ama Canal  route.  One  reason  for  this 
belief  Is  that  most  of  the  lines  trad- 
ing between  Europe  and  the  Far  East 
tap  the  Indian  trade  and  another  is  that 
only  the  northern  points  will  be  brought 
nearer  by  the  Panama  Canal. 

The.  development  of  Japanese  trade 
has  been  an  outstanding  feature  of  mer- 
cantile marine  progress  during  the  past 
few  years.  There  has  been  a  period  of 
steady  advancement  in  the  industrial 
centres,  with  a  consequent  growing  de- 
mand for  a  wider  market  for  the  arti- 
cles produced.  With  an  apparently  in- 
creasing desire  on  the  part  of  the  Gov- 
ernment to  assist  steamship  enterprises, 
It  can  readily  be  believed  that  Japan 
will  be  one  of  the  largest  gainers 
through  the  opening  of  the  new  water- 
wa  y.

Weed  for  Nursea 
If  all  the  women  in  Canada  under- 
stood how  great  is  the  need  for  nurses 
among  their  pioneer  ftisters  in  the  Weet. 
th»1  need  would  be  supplied  before 
Winter  is  over.  But  it  is  almost  impos- 
sible for  the  women  in  the  cities,  who 
can  call  a  doctor  any  moment,  and  who 
may  command  the  services  of  a  nurse 
whenever  one  Is  needed,  to  reallzr  what 
it  means  to  a  woman  to  be  ten  or  twelve 
miles  away  from  a  doctor  and  to  have 
DO  nurse  or  neighbor  woman  within  easy 
reach. 

Yet  this  vecy  often  happens  in  the 
newer  settlements  of  our  own  Province, 
and  in  the  Provinces  of  the  Middle 
it.  Men  settle  on  the  homesteads, 
and  when  a  farmer  brings  his  young 
wife  to  the  home  he  has  made  for  her, 
she  must  be  prepared,  if  sickness  comes 
to  her  or  to  her  husband,  to  suffer  in 
loneliness.  Even  wli-n  there,  are  kind- 
hearted,  capable  women  within  a  radius 
of  a  few  miles,  these  will  sometimes 
rind  it  impossible  to  leave  their  own 
homes,    especially    In    Winter. 

It  would  be  feasible  to  remedy  this 
great  drawback  in  the  majority  of  cases 
by  extending  the  work  of  the  Victorian 
Order  or  Nurses  and  by  establishing 
many,  cottage  'hospitals  in  the  newer 
districts.  It  would  cost  money,  of 
eours.-.  for  there  would  necessarily  be 
times  when  the  nurse  was  idle  and  when 
the  hospital  beds  were  empty.  But  most 
patients  could  and  would  pay  their  own 
expenses;-  and  a  few  would  contribute 
to  the -support  of  nurses  and  hospitals. 
Women's  societies  throughout  the 
length  and  breadth  of  Canada  cannot  do 
better  thnn  to  unite  in  the  effort  to  In- 
duce the  Federal  and  Provincial  Gov- 
ernments to  assist  in  this  work  for  the 
benefit  of  pioneer  women  who  have 
gone  far  away  from  cities  to  work  with 
their  husbands  for  the  settlement  of  the 
country. 

The  state  cslablishes  schools  for  the 
benefit  of  the;  children,  and  why  should 
It  not  aid  in  providing  nurses  for  the 
mothers  who'  live  on  farms  far  away 
from    Cities   or   doctors? 

The  pioneer  women  who  settled  in 
Eastern  Canada  did  not  suffer  so  much 
from  loneliness  as  their  descendants 
who  have  followed  their  husbands  to  the 
West.  The  farms  were  smaller  and  the 
homes  nearer  to  leneii  other.  The  work 
of  the  men  did  not.  as  a  rule,  take  them 
so  far  from  home.  Still  many  a  sorrow- 
ful tale  is  fold  of  anxiety  and  needless 
suffering  by  very  old  ladies,  who  were 
stronjr  enough    »o.  t-ome   through   It   all. 

We  hear  much  of  women's  rights,  and 
Of  the  disabilities  under  which  women 
work.  The  settlers  wife.  is  '  seldom 
heard  from,  but  those  who  have  rela- 
tives and  friends  in  newly-opened  rlls- 
trlcts  hear  from  time  to  time  of  the 
sufferings  and  privations  of  those  who 
are  wives  and  mothers.  The  presence 
of  a  nurse,  capable  and  cheerful,  in  the 
neighborhood  where  such  women  live 
would  remove  the  worst  of  their 
troubles.

If  the  experiment  being  tried  by  the 
Horace  Mann  School  results  in  the  pre- 
paration of  girls  for  the  work  in  which 
the  majority  must  engage,  and  fits  bfl 
either  to  enter  college  creditably  or  be- 
gin their  life's  work  with  a  prospect  of 
success,  it  will  find  many  Imitators. 
There  are  Other  thinkers  and  observers 
who  believe  that  the  separation  .of  the 
sexes  during  the  first  years  of  high 
school    life    is    wise.

Separate    Schools 

One  of  the  large  schools  in  New  York, 
which  bear*  the  name  of  the  great  edu- 
cator.

Amateurs  and  Professionals 
Unite  After  Six  Years'  War 
—Amateurs  Eligible  to  play 
for  F.  A.  Cup, 


LONDON.  Oct.  2:.-  There  is  general 
satisfaction  over  the  fact  that  peace 
with,  honor  is  in  sight  between  the 
Amateur  Football  Association  and  the 
parent  body,  the  Football  Association, 
which  separated  with  such  detrimental 
results  in  1007.  Since  the  great  cleav- 
age there  has  been  no  intercourse  be- 
tween the  two  sections.  As  a  conse- 
quence clubs.' like  the  Corinthians  and 
the  Universities  lost  the  prestige  they 
gaineti  through  engaging  the  great  pro- 
fessional clubs,  which  also  suffered  for 
a  corresponding  reason.  These  amateur 
combination*  hnve  taken  a.  lending  part 
in  the  new  settlement  which  is  again 
to  place  the  A.  .jSi  A.  in  the  position  of 
a  section  of  the  Football  Association 
through  affiliation.  But,  although  the 
old  intercourse  will  be  resumed,  the  A. 
V.  A.  will  continue  to  control  the  clubs 
at  present  in  its'  membership,'  and  will 
have  a  home  rule  measure  of  independ- 
ence in  the  management  of  its  affairs. 
It  will,  in  fact,  be  very  much  in  the 
position  of  the  Army  F»  A.  and  the 
Royal  Navy  F.  a.,  while  also 
having  the  benefit  of  the  organization 
and  resources  of  the  F.  A.  and  being 
eligible  to"  compete  in  the  Football  As- 
sociation  competitions. 

It  would  be  interesting  indeed  If  an 
amateur  club  were  to  enter  for  the 
Football  Association  cup,  though  only 
a  confirmed  optimist  would  expect  any 
sustained  measure  of  success.  In  the 
early  days  of  the  quo  the  amateurs  had 
it  all  to  themselves,  for  the  excellent 
reason  that  league  football  had  not 
been  evolved  on  its  '  present  highly 
perfected  business  basis.  The  first 
<?ame  in  cup  history  was  that  of  the 
season  of  1871 -'2.  when  the  Wanderers 
beat  Royal  Engineers,  one  goal  to  nil. 
The  final  for  the  next  decade  was 
fought  our  by  these  clubs,  Oxford  Uni- 
versity, Old  Etonians,  Clapham  Rovers 
and  Old  Carthusians.  In  1881-'2  Old 
Etonians  beat  Blackburn  Rovers,  and 
next  year  Blackburn  Olympic  beat  Old 
Etonians.  Then  the  range,  widened,  for 
In  the  two  following  years  Blackburn 
Rovers  beat  Queen's  Park.  Glasgow, 
and  In  lK85-'6  they  beat  West  Brom- 
wich  Alhion.  Next  ypar  it  went  to  As- 
ton Villa  and  the  day  of  amateur  su- 
premacy was  over.

Worth   Vancouver  Is   Before   the 

Supreme   Court 

OTTAWA,  Oct.  22:— In  .  the  Supreme 
Court  today  judgments  were  rendered 
as  follows:  Mahomed  vs.  Anchor  Fire 
and  Marine  Insurance  Company,  appeal 
allowed  with  costs,  Massey  vs.  Tucker, 
appeal  dismissed   with  costs. 

The  argument  was  continued  in  the 
appeal  of  Temple  vs.  Corporation  of 
North  Vancouver  ef  all.  The  appellant 
brought  the  action  to  set  aside  a  tax 
sale  deed  on  his  property  In  North 
Vancouver  by  the  municipality  for  al- 
leged arrears  of  taxes.  The  plaintiff, 
now  appellant,  succeeded  at  the  trial. 
The  Court  of  Appeal,  by  the  judgment 
now  appealed  from,  reversed  this  de- 
cision and  maintained  the  validity  of  the 
tax    sale.    Mr.    Justice   Martin    dissenting. 

The  principal  contentions  of  the  ap- 
pellant are  that  the  sessions  of  the 
Municipal  Council  at  which  the  by-laws 
were  passed  levying  the  taxation  alleged 
to  be  in  arrears  were  improperly  held 
outside  the  municipallTy  limits,  that  the 
last  year's  taxes  alleged  to  be  due  had 
not  been  levied  at  the  time  of  the  by- 
law ordering  the  sale  of  .delinquent 
lands,  and  that  the  auctioneer  had  im- 
properly knocked  down  the  lands  to  the 
municipality  without  any  bid  being 
made  therefor  on  behalf  of  that  cor- 
poration.

FROST    RESISTING    POTATO 

Taber   Has   long  Been   Known   in  Italy, 

Whence    It    WM    Taken    to 

New  Bealend 


VANCOUVER,  Oct.  22.— Mr.  R.  Bra- 
gato,  formerly  connected  with  the  Agri- 
cultural Department  of  New  Zealand 
and  Victoria,  Australia,  states  In  ref- 
erence to  the  story  that  a  new  blipht 
and  frost  resisting  potato  had  been  dis- 
covered In  New  Zealand,  that  such  a 
potato  has  long  been  known  in  Italy 
and  that  he  Imported  It  first  to  New 
Zealand. 

Mr.  Prngato,  when  Seen  hy  a  repre- 
BOntative  of  The  Colonist  last  nigh*, 
said  that  the  potato  In  question  had 
been  taken  from  Italy  to  New  Zealand 
In  the  year  1904.  It  was  taken  to  the 
Taren.^ea  experimental  station  and 
placed  in  charge  of  a  Mr.  Barrett,  then 
the   head    nurseryman   at   the   station. 

"Whether  a  record  has  hcen.kept  of 
the  growth,  crop,  etc.,  of  the  notnto 
there,  I  cannot  say,"  he  continued.  "The 
potato  Is  different  from  all  other  varie- 
ties 1  have  seen.  It  can  he  easily  recog- 
nized, especially  by  Its  yellowish  lemon 
ct.lor.  The  plant  is  very  vigorous  and 
rerect  and  seems  to  grow  well  even  on 
badly  drained  clay  land.  The  tuber  is 
much  inferior  to  many  other  varieties 
for  culinary  purposes.  Growers  of  this 
variety  need  not  expect  a  high  price  in 
the  market  since  quality,  not  quantity, 
In  what  Is  demanded  by  the  buying 
public."

1 'ICW F.U,  Colo.,  Oct  22,— ^Between  230 
and  -80  miners  were  entombed  in  an  ex- 
plosion in  the  mine  No.  2  of  the  Stag 
Canon  Fuel  Co.,  at  Dawson,  N.  M.,  at 
Q:30  o'clock  this  morning.  The  entomb- 
ed men  Included  General  Superintendent 
McDermott  and  several  other  American 
.miners.  The  cause  of  the  explosion  is 
unknown. 

Reports  state  that  most  of  the  day 
shift  were  employed  below  the  second 
level  where  the  shaft  was  blocked  with 
debris   resulting   from   the   explosion.

The  boats  of  the  American  Line  at

HAD    SUCCESSFUL    CAREER 

Captain    Mowatt,    Who    Is    Succeeded    by 
Captain     Forater,     In     C.  P.  It.     Ser- 
vice, Was  Formerly  on  Pacific 


Captain  H.  Mowatt,  who  recently  re- 
tired from  the.  office  of  marine  super- 
intendent for  the  C.  P.  R.  Company 
at  Liverpool  In  favor  of  Captain  J. 
Vernon  Forster,  R.  X.  R.,  was  one 
of  the  pioneers  In  the  Pacific  service, 
having  formerly  been  in  command  of 
Canadian-Pacific  liners  out  of  Vic- 
toria which  traded  regularly  to  Japan 
and  China.  His  last  appointment  in 
the  Pacific  service  was  In  command- 
of  the  steamer  Athenian,  with  which 
steamer  he  was  associated  for  some 
years. 

In  the  year  1903,  owing  to  remark- 
able development  of  the  passenger 
traffic  between  the  United  Kingdom 
and  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  the 
('.  P.  R.  decided  to  establish  a  fast 
steamship  service  between  Liverpool 
and  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  Captain  Mow- 
att was  thereupon  appointed  marine 
superintendent  of  the  company  at 
Liverpool. 

CaptaJn  Forster,  who  now  succeeds 
Captain  Mowatt,  spent  his  early  days 
at  sea  aboard  th«  ships  Highfleld  and 
Milton  Stuart,  and  In  1889  he  entered 
the  service  of  Messrs.  Elder,  Dempster 
and  Co.,  as  second  officer  of  the 
steamer  Yola.  Three  years  later  he  was 
appointed  to  the  command  of  the 
steamer  Ashantl.  and  a  year  later  was 
transferred  to  the  steamer  Mount  Tem- 
ple. His  service  In  the  Canadian  trade 
has  been  as  lengthy  as  that  of  any 
shipmaster  engage*  in  the  trade,  while 
he  enjoys  the  untquo  distinction  in  the 
number  of  distinguished  passengers  he 
hag    carried    between    the    two    shores. 

In  January,  1903.  <'aptaln  Forster 
rescued  the  crew  of  the  United  States 
schooner  Percy  and  Lily,  for  which 
services  he  received  from  the  President 
of  the  United  States  a.  handsome  gold 
watch  and  chain,  suitably  inscribed. 
Captsln  Forster  Is  not  the  only  member 
of  the  family  who  is  closely  associated 
with  the  C.  P.  R.,  for  his  brother, 
Mr.  Frederick  W.  Forster,  Is  agent  of 
the  company  st  Liverpool.

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ss.  PREsr$i|ppip 

Making  Her  First  Voyage  to  This  Port  In  Many  Months,  the  President  Is  Now  Due  From  San  Francisco

Several  Prominent  Passengers 
Left  Aboard  the  Empress  of 
.India,    Making    Her    115th 
Trip  to  the  Orient. 


Sailing  right  on  schedule,  the  royal 
mail  steamship  Empress  of  India,  Cap- 
tain \V.  Davison,  of  the  C.  P.  R.  trans- 
pacific fleet,  got  away  from  the  Outer 
Docks  at  6  o'clock  last  night  for  the 
Orient. 

This  Is  the  Empress  of  India's  115th 
trip  across  the  Pacific.  She  is  twenty- 
two  years  old,  and  at  her  last  over- 
hauling in  Yokohama  several  months 
ago  was  declared  to  be  in  as  good  con- 
dition as  when  launched.  The  big  liner 
makes  five  round  trips  each  year,  and 
It  is  a  remarkable  fact  that  some  of 
the  Chinese  servants  aboard  her  have 
been  with  the  ship  since  the  maiden 
voyage    twenty-two    years    ago. 

It  Is  the  Intention  of  the  C.  P.  R.  to 
lay  the  Eimpress  of  India  up  for  exten- 
sive alterations  in  the  Orient  before 
long,  and  the  Empress  of  Japan  will 
also  undergo  similar  alterations  as  soon 
as   convenient. 

When  she  left  last  night  the  Empress 
of  Injlla  took  out  31  saloon,  4  interme- 
diate, 156  Orientals  and  8  Hindus  in 
the  steerage.  Twenty-four  of  the  steer- 
age passengers  boarded  the  vessel  at 
this  port. 

Prominent    Passeng'ers 

Among  the  saloon  passengers  was  Sir 
William  Lever,  "h'unllght  Soap"  mag- 
nate and  founder  of  Port  Sunlight  in 
England.  He  was  accompanied  by  his 
son  and  daughter-in-law.  They  are  on 
a  pleasure  trip  around  the  world, 
transhipping  '  from  Japan  to  Australia, 
and  thence  by  the  Suez  Canal  back  to 
England,  Mr.  Yee  Wall,  for  many- 
years  "Mayor"'  of  the  Boston,  Mass.. 
Chinatown,  is  on  his  way  to  China  to 
see  his  aged  mother  before  her  death. 
He  Is  a  man  of  great  Importance  among 
his  own  people  and  is  held  In  high 
esteeni  by  all  Americans  who  have  been 
brought  In  contact  with  him.  He  Is  also 
a  member  of  the  famous  Columbus  Day 
Committee  of  Boston,  Mass.,  which  is 
composed  of  representative  business 
men.  Another  prominent  passenger 
aboard  the  India  is  Mr.  C.  Mahara,  one 
of  the  directors  of  the  Nippon  Yusen 
Kalsha,  who  is  returning  to  Japan  after 
a  tour  of  the  continent  extending  over 
several    weeks.

WISC0MBE  PARK  BADLY 

HIT  BY  HEAVY  GALES 


Beports     From     Bio     State     That    Well- 
Known   Sailing   Craft   1«   Arrived 
There   Dismasted 


The  British  ship  Wlscomhp  Park,  en- 
route  from  Swansea  for  Callao,  Is  re- 
ported as  putting  In  at  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
severely  damaged  as  the  result  of 
heavy  weather  encountered  during  the 
voyage. 

The  Wiscombe  Park  Is  owned  by 
Chaderlck,  Walnwrlght  &  Co.,  and  Is 
welty-'known  In  Victoria,  having  on 
several  occasions  swung  anchor  In  the 
Royal   Roads. 

According  to  the  latest  word  re- 
ceived here,  the  vessel's  fore  top-mast 
Is  carried  away,  fore  top-gallant  mast 
and  yards  lost,  fore-mast  sprung,  main 
top-gallant  mast  lost,  main  top-mast 
sprung,  and  rigging,  sails  and  gear 
lost. 

This  Is  the  second  unfortunate  voy- 
age of  the  Wiscombe  Park.  It  will  be 
remembered  that  about  two  years  ago 
she  made  nn  unusually  slow  voyage 
from  Europe  to  Vancouver  with  a  cargo 
of  cement.  She  met  with  an  accldrnt 
before  getting:  away  from  the  British 
coast,  which  caused  her  long  delay,  and 
later,  during  the  voyage,  she  was  com- 
pelled to  put  In  at  Port  8tanley  for 
further  repairs  of  damage  sustained 
during  heavy  weather.  Her  voyage 
lasted  for  more  than  a  year.  Through 
this  latest  mishap  It  will  probably 
be  many  months  before  she  makes 
this  Coast,  If  st  all.  She  has  already 
lost  her  charter  to  load  wheat  for 
the  Utiilei  Kingdom. 


Recently  Launched  "1 0,500- 
Ton  Steamship  Cardigan- 
shire Being  Rushed  to  Com-

The  10,500-ton  twin-screw  steamship 
Cardiganshire,  which  is  the  first  of 
several  huge  freight  and  passenger 
steamships  under  construction  for  the 
Royal  Mall  Steam  Packet  Company's 
new  service  to  the  .North  Pacific  Coast, 
was  launched  on  October  1  by  Messrs.

She  will  have  large  cargo  space  In

new  vessel  will  be  fitted  with  a  power- 
ful modern  wireless  installation.

The  work  of  fitting  out  the  Cardigan- 
shire will  be  rushed  with  all  possible 
speed,  as  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Royal 
Mall  Company  .to  dispatch  her  on  her 
maiden  voyage  from,  London  to  Vic- 
toria and  other  Pacific  Coast  ports  early 
in    the   new   year.  -"'

.*,'. SJr«r-I'- was  appointed  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture  to  judge  the.  live- 
stock at  the  Saanlch  Fair  on  October  4. 
After  the  first  class  in  cattle  was  lined 
up  for  judging  I.  told 'the,  exhibitors  if 
they  wished  to  ask  any  questions  after 
I  had  ■  the  tickets  placed  <in  each  class 
T  would  be  only  too  pleased  to- answer 
them,  which  a  few  of  the  exhibitors 
took  advantage  of.  After  T  had  all 
classes  judged,  one  of  the  officials  told 
me  that  one  of  the  exhibitors  had  pro- 
tested my  decision  in  the  grade  cow 
cia.ss  and  Inquired  what  they  should  do. 
1  told  him  that  I  would  not  alter  my 
decision  on  any  account,  that  I  was 
satisfied  the  animals  were  judged  cor- 
rectly. He  left  and  a  short  time  after 
I  noticed  a  crowd  around  the  cattle 
sheds.  I  made  straight  for  there,  where 
I  observed  the  two  cows  standing  on 
very  uneven  ground  and  a  gentleman 
apparently  judging  them.  The  presi- 
dent and  secretary  being  In  the  crowd. 
I  concluded  they  had  appointed  another 
judge  to  go  over  them.  I  stepped  for- 
ward and  said  that  they  should  take 
the  cows  on  to  a  piece  of  level  ground 
where  they  could  be  judged  to  better 
advantage.  This  they  did.  After  the 
judge  got  through  he  upheld  my  da- 
i  ipion.  I  now' stepped  Into  the  ring  and 
showed  the.  people  where  the  one  ex- 
celled the  other,  neither  of  them  helng; 
a  good  specimen  of  the  true  dairy  type. 
I  gave  a  short  talk  and  told  them  the 
type  a  dairy  cow  should  be,  and  made 
some  reference  as  to  how  the  milk  was 
the  product  of  the  blood  and  udder. 
This  same  exhibitor  not  being  satisfied, 
lodged  a  protest  for  the  second  placo 
in  the  register.?^  Hoieteln  cow  olas.". 
The  president  pame  to  m«  a  few  min- 
utes Inter  and  give  me  notice.  I  said 
I  hoped  they  made  htm  put  up  .tcother 
$B  The  two  other  cows  were  brought 
Ottt  and  the  same  gentleman  ;udged 
them,   and   again   upheld    my   decision, 

For  the  Information  of  the  officials 
of  the  Saanlch  Fair,  which  I  believe  is 
the  oldest  fair  In  the  Province,  i  may 
s;iy  that  the  Judge's  decision  Is  final 
In  nil  cases,  except  where  there  '.s  evi- 
dfnCe  of  fraud,  deception,  or  dishonest 
practice)  misrepresentation  or  breach  of 
the  rules  In  any  form,  then  the  direc- 
tors have  full  power  to  Jurtj*e  such  pro- 
tests. I  have  Judged  In  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  for  twenty-three  years  and 
Ibis  Is  the  first  time  1  ha\e  been  treated 
In  such  a  manner,  and  1  lru«t  the  offi- 
cials will  use  the  Judges  who  are  ap- 
pointed hy  the  department  more  courte- 
ously in  the  future.  I  would  have  let 
the  matter  pass,  hut  since  that  day 
parties  who  have  heard  me  spenklng  on 
the  type -of  dairy  cow,  and  the  process 
oi  milk  production,  requested  me  to 
write  out  my  remarks.  Instead  of  that 
1  have  sent  a  copy  of  a  lecture  which 
I  delivered  at  a  farmers'  picnic  near 
Armstrong,  B.  C,  on  .Tune  4  last.  In 
that  lecture  I  dealt  with  both  the  dairy 
cow  and  true  type  and  the  method  of 
milk  production  more  ciearly  and  fully 
than   I  did  at  the  Saanlch   Fair.

A  "streanr~of  water  which*  rose  tQ  » 

height  of  more  than  100  feet,  spurting 
from  the  three-quarter  '  Inch  nozzles 
with  a  pressure  of  120  pounds,  demon- 
strated to  the  .'visitors  who  assembled 
last  Saturday  to  watch  the  tests,  that 
the  Sooke  Harbor  Water  system  was  a 
complete  success.  The  water  was  taken 
from  a  hydrant  at  Charters'  Mill,  and 
the  static  pressure  was  developed  from 
an   eight   Inch    main. 

Before  carrying  out  the  tests  which 
showed  the  adequate  fire  protection  af- 
forded to  this  district  by  this  new 
system,  a'  luncheon  was'  held  In  the 
dining  room  of  the  Sooke  Harbor  Hotel, 
at  which  thirty-six  people  sat  down. 
Among  those  who  took  part  in  the 
opening  ceremonies  were  Mr.  R.  H. 
Po'oley,  M.P.P.,  Mr.  H.  B.  Thompson, 
M.P.P.,  Mr.  N.  F.  MaoKay,  M.P.K.  Mr. 
A.  C.  Burdlck,  Mr.  R.  F.  Taylor,  Mr.  H. 
S.  Silver,  Manager  of  the  Bapk  of 
Xova  Scotia,  Mr.  J.  A.  Kraser,  Manager 
of  the  Merchants'  Bank  of  Canada,  Mr. 
C.  il.  Rust,  City  Engineer,  Mr.  Boyd 
Ehle,  Engineer  for  Mr.  Meredith,  who 
planned  the  installation,  Mr.  F.  A. 
McDiarmid,  Mr.  J.  L.  Raymur,  City 
Controller,  Mr.  P.  Campbell,  district 
Road  Superintendent.  Mr.  K.  .1.  Marshall, 
Mr.  A.  E.  Cook  and  Mr.  J.  McDevitt. 
Many  of,  the  shareholders  of  the  com- 
pany were  also,  present,  and  the  Canad- 
ian Pipe  Company.  Ltd.,  the  contractors 
who  have  had  the  work  of  installation 
In  hand,  Were  represented  by  Mr. 
McGregor,  the  manager  of  that  com- 
pany, and  Mr.  Scott, .in  charge  of  the 
work  of  construction. 

The  Chair  was  taken  hy  Mr.  .T.  A. 
Murray,  J.P...  the  President  of  the  Com- 
pany, and  toasts  of  the  Provin.-ial  and 
Dominion  Houses  •  of  Parliament  were 
replied  to  by  Messrs.  II.  B.  Thomson, 
R.  H.  Pooley,  and  X.  F.  Mac  Kay  The 
toast  of  the  City  of  Victoria  was  re- 
plied to  by  Mr.  Rust  and  Mr.  Raymur  ; 
that  of  the  Works  Department  by  Mr. 
Campbell  ;  and  of  the  Canadian  North- 
ern Railway  by  Mr.  Burdick.  Mr. 
McDiarmid.  In  a  felicitous  speech,  pro- 
posed the  health  of  the  Canadian  Pipe 
Company,  for  whom,  Mr.  McGregor  In 
replying,  took  'the  opportunity  of  pre- 
senting the  Sooke  Fire  Brigade  with 
a  very  handsome  Cup  to  be  competed 
for  by  local  hose  teams.  In  accepting 
the  Cup  on  behalf  of  the  Sooke  Fire 
Brigade,  Mr.  R.  G.  Mellin,  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Water  Company,  dwelt  upon 
the  efficient '  manner  in  which  the  con- 
^.•'■axjtors  had  completed  the  task  -of 
installation,  and  upon  the  cordial  re- 
lations existing  between  them  and  the 
Sooke  Harbor  Water  Company. 
Supply    Ample. 

The  System  of  the  Sooke  Harbor 
Water  Company  comprises  27,300  feet 
of  wefod  stave  pipe,  from  ten  to  four 
Inches  in  diameter.  A  provisional  sup- 
ply has  been  developed  on  the  East 
Branch  of  Sooke  River  at  an  elevation 
of  2!>S  feet.  From  this  Intake  the  water 
is  led  in  a  four  inch  main  to  a  point 
on  the  Sooke  RiveX  road,  where  It  dis- 
charges Into  a  ten  Inch  main.  The 
head  of  the  ten  Inch  main,  at  which 
a  tank  has  been  installed  Is  situated 
at  a  point  rinse  to  the  grade  of  the 
Victoria  Sooke  Lake  main,  at  the  same 
elevation  as  the  intake  on  the  East 
Branch.  From  this  point  the  main 
leads  by  way  of  the  Sooke  River  road 
tri  the  main  Hnoke  road  at  Milne's 
Landing,  where  two  eight-inch  mains 
are  provided  for.  The  Western  main 
leads  for  a  distance  of  two  miles  to 
Sooke  Wharf,  crossing  the  Sooke  River 
at  the  wagon  bridge,  by  means  of  a 
w'Jr  e  rope  suspension,  a  unique  and 
well  planned  foature  of  this  Instal- 
lation. 

Under  its  agreement  with  the  City 
of  Victoria,  the  local  Company  agrees 
to  buy  water  from  the  i'lty  as  soon  as 
the  Victoria  Sooke  Luke  main  is  com- 
pleted, at  a  rate  of  three  cents  per 
thousand  gallons,  and  can  take  from 
the  main  a  supply  sufficient  for  fiO.000 
people  If  required.  The  City  also  en- 
sures to  the  Company  the  exclusive 
right  to  the  supply  from  the  main,  over 
a  radius  of  six  miles  from  Milne's 
Landing  and  the  provisions  of  the 
agreement  have  been  made  perpetually 
binding  upon  both  parties  by  means  of 
a  private  bill  passed  at  the  last  session 
hf  the  Provincial  House. 

"I  think  a  great  deal  of  credit  la 
due  to  the  little  band  of  pubMc-splrlted 
citizens  who  have  put  their  own  money' 
Into  a  concern  from  which  they  can 
scarcely  hope  for*  a  return  for  some 
5-ears  to  come,"  said  Mr.  H.  B.  Thomson. 
M.P.P.,  yesterday.  "The  work  has  been 
by  no  means  an  easy  one,  as  the  pipe 
had     to     be    carried     across    the    Sooke 


River  on  a  steel  cable,  and;  as  the  dis- 
trict Is  very  scattered  It  has  required 
a  large  expenditure  to  feed  ievery  ranch 
in  the  whole  area.  -'Not  only  will  the 
new  g^tisBjvproYlde  an  adequate  «re 
protection  for  the  district  but!  it  cannot
